Direction by the Speaker Under the Rules of Procedure of Lok Sabha 

In pursuance of Rule 389 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in 
Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the Speaker ha a Issued the following direction: — 

‘124A. Maintenance of order within Parliapnent House Estate .— (l)The Watch 
and Ward Officer of Lok Sabha shall be responsible for maintaining 
order within the compound of the Parliament House Estate and shall 
take all necessary steps to ensure that no obstruction or binderance 
is caused to Members of Parliament in that area, in coming to or going 
from, the Parliament House. 

(2) In order to keep the area and passages within the Parliament House 
Estate free and open for Members of Parliament without any obstruction 
or hinderance, the following activities are prohibited within the area 
of the Parliament House Estate:— 

(i) holding of any public meeting; 

(ii) assembly of five or more persons; 
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(ill) carrying of Are arms, banners, placards, lathles, spears, swords, sticks, 
brick-bats; 

(iv) shouting of slogans; 

(v) making of speeches etc.; 

(vl) processions or demonstrations; 

(vli) picketing or dbama; 

(vili) any other activity or conduct which may cause or tend to cause any 
obstruction or hinderanee to Members of Parliament. 

(3) The Watch and Ward Officer of Lok Sabha may, subject to the Instructions 
or permission of the Speaker, request the police to assist him in main¬ 
taining order in the Parliament House Estate as and when considered 
necessary.’
